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But council leader says plan will mean relief for local roads 


A WAR of words has erupted over 
plans to build a car park over a 
grassy section of Easington Park. 

The planning application, submitted 
by Banbury Town Council, would see 23 
parking bays built at the end of Harrier 
View, near the children’s play area. 

It has received vocal objection from 
residents including businessman Peter 
Cheeseman, who last week put 400 let¬ 
ters through doors arguing his case. 

But town council leader Kieron Mal- 
lon (Easington) said Mr Cheeseman was 
‘jumping to conclusions’. 

The car park is intended for families 
using the park’s two football pitches on 
Saturdays and Sundays. They currently 
park in nearby roads. 

Mr Cheeseman said he was in ‘total 
agreement’ with residents seeking a 
better solution, but said: “There is a 
way of overcoming this - double yellow 
lines or permit parking. 

“Residents have suggested that within 
the contract the council have with the 
teams, [families should] use the public 
car parks, rather than putting a car 
park within a park.” 

He raised fears about safety from the 
‘very small, narrow road’ proposed as 
an entrance, and the fact that it passes a 
school and children’s play area.

Other residents and Banbury Civic 
Society have also objected to the plans, 
which have been submitted to planning 
authority Cherwell District Council. 

Civic society chairman Peter Monk 
wrote that it was ‘absolutely wrong’ to 
place the facility next to the play area 
due to vehicle movement and fumes. 

He added: “If there are persuasive 
arguments for having car parking in 
the park, they should be as close to the 
changing rooms as possible. 

“These are at the opposite end of the 
park.” 

The plans form part of a £350,000 
renovation of the 90-year-old park by 
Banbury Town Council, including 
new play equipment, changing rooms 
and football pitches. 

The car park would take up four per 
cent of the total space at Easington 
Park and would also be used by con¬ 
tractors working on the site, who cur¬ 
rently drive across the grass. 

Mr Mallon said the surrounding 
roads, built about 80 years ago, could 
not cope with the current volume of 
traffic and he added that it was not 


viable for families to park in town and 
walk up to Easington, as they would 
have to cross both the main Banbury to 
Oxford Road and the A361. 

He said: “I can only assume that 
anyone objecting to this is not fully in¬ 
formed of the details and is jumping to 
conclusions that aren’t correct. 

“The town council always acts respon¬ 
sibly for residents. Something had to be 
done for the people of Easington. This 
will help residents and park users.” 

A decision is due to be taken by the 
district council by June 30.

Hunt for heroes 
to be life-savers 

LOCAL heroes from all corners of 
Oxfordshire are being called on to donate 
their time to support the life-saving work 
of the South Central Ambulance Charity 
(SCAC). 

The charitable arm of SCAS has 
launched a drive to recruit about 150 
volunteers in three different roles over 
the course of the summer. It marks the 
start of National Volunteers’ Week. 

Joel Rillie, 26, a farmer and HGV driver 
on a smallholding near Burford, has 
worked as a community first responder 
(CFR) in his area for the past eight years. 

He said: “Volunteering is one of the 
best things I have ever done. I get an 
immense feeling of pride from helping 
my community, which is quite spread out 
and rural. 

“The charity provides first-rate 
training from South Central Ambulance 
Service, and the beauty of it is that it’s 
flexible -1 am in control of the hours I 
volunteer for them.” 

CFRs aim to reach medical emergencies 
in the vital first few minutes after 
someone dials 999, and are trained to use 
defibrillators and oxygen and give CPR. 

Last year the charity’s 1,271 CFRs 
responded to 18,805 emergency calls 
across the regions served by SCAS. 

SCAS says it wants to recruit an ‘army’ 
of volunteers from all walks of life, and 
is also looking for volunteer car drivers 
to transport patients to appointments as 
well as general charity workers to 
fundraise or provide other expertise. 

Those helping out only need to 
contribute 20 hours of their time a 
month. 

Potential CFRs and drivers need to be 
aged at least 18, have a valid UK driving 
licence and complete checks with the 
DBS.

Heroes of the airwaves 
provide a sound service 


Hospital radio station 
pays tribute to stalwarts 
of volunteer broadcasting 

BANBURY’S beloved hospital ra¬ 
dio station has issued its heartfelt 
thanks to the ‘fantastic’ volunteers 
who keep it afloat. 

Radio Horton was set up in July 1964 
by local journalists Ted Hanson MBE 
and Graham Wilton to provide light 
relief and reassurance to hospital pa¬ 
tients. 

More than 50 years on, the station 
paid tribute to the army of local heroes 
offering their time to keep it running as 
part of National Volunteers’ Week. 

Colin Beeby has spent more than 30 
years behind the microphone at Radio 
Horton, playing patients their favour¬ 
ite songs. 

He said: “My inspiration was to share 
with others my love for all types of mu¬ 
sic. I hope this will enlighten and bring 
a few minutes’ relief to patients. 

“The difference it has made for me 
is making new friends and socialising 
with them away from the studio envi¬ 
ronment. 

“At the end of the day, we all have the 
same passion - to think about patients 
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less fortunate than ourselves.” 

For Sam Smette, Radio Horton trus¬ 
tee and programme co-ordinator, has 
volunteered in a variety of roles since 
2013. 

The key to good practice volunteer¬ 
ing, he said, was working with col¬ 
leagues and supporting and encourag¬ 
ing their development and ideas. 

He added: “Without the enthusiasm, 
commitment and dedication from our 
volunteers, our roles as trustees would 
be far more challenging.” 

In a recent study commissioned by 
the Hospital Broadcasting Association, 
which surveyed 250 patients, staff and 
volunteers across the country, hospital 
radio was found to have a tangible im¬ 
pact on psychosocial health outcomes. 

Radio Horton also noted the impor¬ 
tance of ward visitors who meet pa¬ 
tients face-to-face and help them use 
their bedside entertainment systems, 
and collect requests. 

Mr Smette said: “Many patients 
might not see a friendly face or non- 
clinical staff member during an entire 
day they are in hospital. 

“Our ward visitors really do contrib-

Thief avoids prison term after taking nearly £18,000 worth of jewellery

A THIEVING carer amassed 
a hoard of jewellery from 
vulnerable clients who con¬ 
sidered her a friend. 

Frances Collier sobbed with 
shame as a court heard details 
of her “despicable” and “mean” 
thefts, in which she stockpiled 
a treasure trove of sentimental 
items to fund her cocaine addic¬ 
tion. 

The 29-year-old stole £16,500 
worth of jewellery from a wom¬ 
an in Banbury and up to £1,200 
worth from a woman in Middle- 
ton Cheney. 

Collier, of Brantwood Rise in 
Banbury, was sentenced at Ox¬ 
ford Crown Court on Thursday, 
with Judge Peter Ross condemn¬ 
ing her crimes as “some of the 
meanest these courts see”. 

Robert Lindsey, defending, 
said Collier had struggled 
through a “difficult” year after 
her father was diagnosed with 
terminal cancer. 

He said: “This is her first seri¬ 
ous offence. Her father is dying 
- she is his principal carer and 



wants to spend as much time 
with him in the last months of 
his life. 

“She is nervous and frightened 
of the prospect of prison.” 

Judge Ross said Collier had 
abused a position of “great 
trust”. 

He added: “It is an important 
and often intimate service to 


help those who are incredibly 
vulnerable. 

“You accept your conduct was 
despicable, and feel grave re¬ 
morse. 

“Many who suffer bereave¬ 
ment wouldn’t dream of turning 
to crime, let alone directed at 
those who treat them as a friend. 
You will never work in this field 
again.” 

He said her victims were “ter¬ 
ribly distressed” and one even 
confided in Collier to help her 
find the culprit, after which she 
confessed. 

Collier admitted two counts of 
theft, which took place between 
September and January. 

He noted she was attempting 
to kick her addiction and had 
pooled money to pay back her 
victims. 

Judge Ross sentenced her to 
20 months in prison, suspended 
for two years, and ordered her to 
take part in 40 days of rehabili¬ 
tation. 

Collier must pay compensa¬ 
tion to her victims and confront 
them to apologise. 

She must also serve 200 hours 
of unpaid work, adhere to a cur¬ 
few and pay £400 in costs. 
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Deja vu as councillor becomes 
town’s mayor for second time

A FAMILIAR face has taken up 
the mantle as Mayor of Ban¬ 
bury, a role that will leave him - 
and plenty of others in the town 
- with a sense of deja vu. 

Town councillor Colin Clarke 
was elected to the post for 2017/18 
at a formal ceremony last month 
after previous mayor Gordon Ross 
stepped down. 

It will be the second time the re¬ 
tired police officer, who was born in 
Banbury in 1948 and has lived in the 
town ever since, has taken up the 
role following his time in office in 
2010/11. 

Mr Clarke, of Foscote Rise, said: 
“It’s a bit unusual. Normally we 
only do it once but virtually all the 
councillors have been town mayor 
now. 

“I didn’t expect to get a second 
year in office but the opportunity 
has come along and I am very happy 
to accept the honour. 

“The Mayoress, my wife Jenifer, 
will help me just as she did seven 
years ago and I will again rely on 
her for encouragement and assis¬ 
tance.” 

Mr Clarke is the Conservative 
councillor for Calthorpe South and 


also serves as the lead member 
for planning on Cherwell District 
Council. 

He said he was unfazed at the pros¬ 
pect of juggling two elected roles 
with ceremonial engagements, add¬ 
ing: “Boredom does not enter my 
vocabulary. 

“The consolation is that my time 
is my own. I can pick and choose as 
much as possible and divide myself 
equally.” 

In a further break with tradition 
Mr Clarke has decided not to choose 
a Banbury charity to support up¬ 
front over the next 12 months. 

Previous mayor Gordon Ross 
spent the year fundraising for the 
Banbury Citizens Advice Bureau 
and the Samaritans, also donating 
to the Lions Club of Banbury. 

Mr Clarke said: “I’m going to wait 
and see who I think is deserving to¬ 
wards the end of my year. 

“We all know how much good 
work - often unrewarded - goes on 
within our many charitable organi¬ 
sations and community groups, and 
I will make every effort to support 
these good causes in any way I can.” 

Three local cadets, Oliver Cragoe- 
Hills (Sea Cadets), Michael De-Havi- 
land (Army Cadets), and Joshua Lee 
(Air Cadets) have each received a 
badge of office and will march with

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Inspectors criticise out of hours 
service over its lack of doctors

A FAILURE to recruit enough doc¬ 
tors has seen a health trust’s out-of- 
hours service criticised. 

Oxford Health NHS Foundation Trust, 
which runs the service, has been told it 
needs to make improvements by an in¬ 
dependent health regulator. 

Operating from six facilities around 
the county, the service is where thou¬ 
sands of patients go for treatment when 
their GP is closed. 

But during an announced inspection 
in November last year, the first for the 
service, the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) discovered in the six months 
leading up to its visit, the service only 
achieved 82 per cent of face-to-face con¬ 
sultations within two hours of assess¬ 
ment for urgent patients. The national 
target is 95 per cent. 

While the trust was told it did pro¬ 
vide a good quality of care to patients, 
a shortage of doctors meant targets 
were missed while full checks were not 
in place to ensure every GP could work 
safely with children with proof of dis¬ 
close and barring service (DBS) checks 
not always available - although there 
was no suggestion any youngsters were 
at risk. 

Executive director of Healthwatch 
Oxfordshire Rosalind Pearce said: “It 
is potentially putting patients and chil¬ 
dren at risk and that is not good enough. 


“It concerns us that one of our main 
hospital trusts gets a requires improve¬ 
ment rating.” 

Ms Pearce added: “I think the point 
raised around DBS checks for self-em¬ 
ployed GPs is of great concern. 

“There is no way anybody should be 
working, if they are directly employed 
or self-employed, if they cannot dem¬ 
onstrate that they completed their DBS 
check. With regards to the recruitment 
of medical staff, it is a county-wide and 
national issue. 

“And although the report does in¬ 
form us that they are putting things in 
place to boost recruitment, they are not 
achieving the national standards they 
had been two years ago.” 

The report praises the trust for meet¬ 
ing performance standards ‘consist¬ 
ently’ in 2015 but said it could not be 
maintained ‘due to shortages of GPs 
and practitioners.’ 

Chief inspector Professor Steve Field 
wrote in the report: “The provider had 
been experiencing clinical staff short¬ 
ages throughout 2016. 

“This had resulted in the provider not 
attaining some of the quality require¬ 
ments. Despite significant effort to re¬ 
cruit additional staff there had been 
difficulties sourcing appropriate staff 
in a timely manner. 

“The provider had alerted their com¬ 
missioners to the difficulties and had 
maintained an open and honest dia¬ 
logue with the commissioners whilst 
recruitment was under way.” 


In response to last year’s inspection, 
the trust says it has improved its perfor¬ 
mance and now reaches 91 per cent of 
the national target in May this year. 

Figures from the trust show 4,062 of 
the target 4,813 shifts have been filled 
since January 2016, which it says is an 
improvement but has not given previ¬ 
ous levels. 

Although there is a pool of 143 GPs 
with the out-of-hours service, this does 
not cover the 40 are needed to run the 
daily service as not everyone is always 
available. 

The out-of-hours service covers a popu¬ 
lation of 660,000 and last year it received 
around 110,000 calls from patients who 
suffer from a range of problems that 
cannot wait until their GP surgery next 
opens but are not an emergency. 

Patients dial the NHS’ 111, which is 
operated by South Central Ambulance 
Service, where an initial assessment is 
undertaken. 

Following the assessment the NHS 
team can book patients in directly into 
the out-of-hours service to visit one 
of the six bases in the county, some of 
which are open from 6.30pm until 8am 
the following day. 

The centres the service operates from 
are East Oxford Health Centre, in Man- 
zil Way, Witney Community Hospital, 
Abingdon Community Hospital, Bices¬ 
ter Community Hospital, the Horton in 
Banbury and Townlands Memorial Hos¬ 
pital in Hendon.

MOST retirees look forward 
to putting their feet up and 
relaxing once their working 
life comes to an end. 

But Oxfordshire’s ‘Mr Defibril¬ 
lator’ Dick Tracey is no ordinary 
retiree, or worker. 

Ambulance Commander Mr 
Tracey officially left South 
Central Ambulance Service on 
Wednesday after 23 years. 

Colleagues and friends paid 
tribute to the 61-year-old, who 
they described as ‘the most kind- 
hearted person you’ll ever meet’. 

As he spoke about his many 
achievements, Mr Tracey said 
he will spend his time helping 
to raise money for and installing 
even more public-access defibril¬ 
lators across the county. 

Known as ‘Mr Defib’, Mr Trac¬ 
ey launched his Start a Heart 
campaign in 2014 and has taken 
the number of devices from 120 
to more than 500 in Oxfordshire. 

Across the whole South Cen¬ 
tral Ambulance Service area, 
which includes Berkshire, Buck¬ 
inghamshire and Hampshire, 
Mr Tracey and his team have in¬ 
creased the number of defibrilla¬ 
tors to almost 1,500. 

The Oxford Mail backed Mr 
Tracey’s campaign when it first 
launched and has continued to 
highlight its success over the 
years and raise awareness. 

Thanking everyone for their 
support, Mr Tracey said: “It 
has been an absolute privilege 
to have worked with so many 
people over the years who think 


more about others than they do 
of themselves. 

“The number of defibrilla¬ 
tors continues to rise and with 
the Oxford Mail’s help I have 
been able to spread the message 
across the county.” 

Mr Tracey has helped count¬ 
less communities install the life¬ 
saving devices and trained hun¬ 
dreds of people to use them. 

Melanie Grimsdale, parish 
councillor in Ibstone, near Sto- 
kenchurch, went to Mr Tracey’s 
retirement farewell. She said: “If 
it wasn’t for Mr Tracey’s dedica¬ 
tion and help we wouldn’t have 
been able to get the device in¬ 
stalled.” 

Joining the service in 1994 af¬ 
ter a spell in the RAF, Mr Tracey, 
who lives in West Oxfordshire, 
trained as a paramedic and tech¬ 
nician and worked as a driver in 
the Patient Transport Service. 

He has taken on various roles 
and qualifications since and was 
the first person to suggest re¬ 
cruiting volunteer first respond¬ 
ers by the ambulance service. 


In 1999 he trained the first 
recruits and now there are 
hundreds of volunteers who 
regularly help save lives across 
Oxfordshire. 

Paul Jefferies, assistant di¬ 
rector of operations at SC AS, 
said Mr Tracey would be sorely 
missed and added: “He not only 
delivers excellence. He epitomis¬ 
es it. He will be remembered for 
his commitment to the commu¬ 
nity and to patient experience.” 

Mark Begley, head of opera¬ 
tions across Aylesbury and Mil- 
ton Keynes, said nobody would 
be able to replace Mr Tracey. He 
added: “There are characters 
and there are characters and we 
have had Dick. I say that in the 
nicest possible way. We’re going 
to miss him so much.” 

Mr Tracey’s wife Heather paid 
tribute to her husband’s dedica¬ 
tion and said: “He always works 
very hard and never complains 
about anything.” 

Reflecting on ‘phase one’ of his 
career, as he calls it, Mr Tracey 
simply said: “It has been a blast.”

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‘Money-saving scheme 
will improve healthcare’ 


Medical committee chief 
says cutting prescriptions 
boosts funds elsewhere

A GP has slammed reports that a 
money-saving scheme will leave 
frail and elderly patients without 
the healthcare they need. 

On the contrary, chairman of the 
Oxfordshire Local Medical Commit¬ 
tee (LMC) Dr Prit Buttar said the 
year-long plan put forward by Oxford¬ 
shire Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) would improve healthcare for 
patients. 

His support for the Prescribing In¬ 
centive Scheme comes after national 
reports criticised the idea of doctors 
receiving half the money saved when 
they cut the number of drugs given to 
patients. 

Dr Buttar said he agreed in princi¬ 
pal with the idea, saying that savings 
made on expensive drugs will mean 
the money can be spent on healthcare 
elsewhere. 

He said: “Prescribing incentive 
schemes have been around for 20 
years, this is only different in its scale. 

“It has got nothing to do with going 
round nursing homes and stopping 
people’s drugs. 


“Oxfordshire CCG gets an inad¬ 
equate amount of money to provide 
healthcare for the county. 

“It has to make savings for one pot to 
put that money into another pot.” 

GP surgeries across the county have 
been asked to look at using fewer med¬ 
icines without harming care, with a 
target of saving £2 per patient. 

If they achieve it, surgeries will be 
paid £1 per patient and get half of any 
further savings. 

The scheme aims to save at least 
£1.45m. 

Dr Buttar added: “Nobody is sug¬ 
gesting anybody is going to get an in¬ 
ferior drug or a drug with more side 
effects or their health is going to suf¬ 
fer in anyway 

“The money the doctors will receive 
is not disappearing into their pockets 
so they can spend it on fast cars, it is 
going to pay for the time it takes for 
them to explain this scheme to pa¬ 
tients. 

“Some people may get a different 
brand of drug, others might be told 
that medication they are taking is not 
doing a great deal for them so it is go¬ 
ing to be stopped. 

“They are not getting any less of a 
drug but instead of paying £15 or £16 
for branded, the non-branded drug 
would be £2 or £3.” 

Dr Buttar said the LMC had advised 
surgeries to go in ‘with their eyes 
open’ as there were some structural 
problems with the scheme.

Police now work 
with new 'moder 

POLICE officers in Oxford are now 
working under a new “operating model” 
aimed at getting the right resource to the 
right place at the right time. 

Thames Valley Police has rolled out a 
new system of policing, which will see 
officers split into three main areas: 
neighbourhood, response and 
investigation. 

The new model, which came into force 
on June 1, comes as the force needs to 
save £22m this year. 

It is intended to make sure incidents are 
dealt with by the most suitable officers. 

Head of tasking and resilience Chief 
Superintendent Steven Hockin said the 
new model had been “carefully designed” 
based on the recommendations of various 
force-wide reviews, to enable the force to 
“meet public demand”. 

He added: “The policing landscape has 
changed with the emergence of new 
complex crimes such as cyber-crime and 
the growth of others including sexual 
offences. The new model will ensure we 
are agile enough to allocate our resources 
where they are needed.” 

Camping sites 

APPROVAL has been given to create a new 
camping pitches near Adderbury, north 
Oxfordshire. 

The agricultural land will be turned into 
space for 30 camping and caravan pitches 
after Cherwell District Council gave the 
go-ahead. 

Council lead member for planning Colin 
Clarke said: “The proposal has social and 
economic advantages, and encourages 
tourism within the district.” 

The space will operate for eight months 
of the year; from March 1 to October 31.

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Moving fable packs wallop 


MY LIFE AS A COURGETTE (PG, 

66 mins) Animation/Drama/Ro¬ 
mance. 

Claude Barras' stop-motion 
animated fable is a deeply moving 
and life-affirming addition to the 
pantheon of fantastically fruitful 
films that includes The Grapes of 
Wrath, The Scent of Green Papaya 
and Wild Strawberries. 

Elegantly adapted by screenwriter 
Celine Sciamma from Gilles Paris' 
2002 novel. My Life As A Courgette 
runs to a sprightly 66 minutes but 
packs a bigger emotional wallop 
than films twice the length. 

Small is indeed beautiful and every 
hand-crafted frame is delicately 
threaded with themes of aliena¬ 
tion, guilt, jealousy and redemption 
that should strike a deep emotional 
chord. 

The film doesn't shy away from 
broaching issues of sexual abuse, 
self-loathing and immigration but 
does so with artful sensitivity, 
navigating dark waters without re¬ 
course to mawkish sentimentality. 

In order to showcase this Oscar 
nominated little gem to the widest 
audience, Barras' film screens in 
two versions: subtitled and English 
language dubbing by Ellen Page, 
Nick Offerman, Will Forte and Amy 
Sedaris. 

Nine-year-old, blue-haired Icare 
(voiced by Gaspard Schlatter), who 
answers to the nickname Cour¬ 
gette, lives in a sparsely furnished 
room in the attic. 

He shares an untidy home with his 
mother (Natacha Koutchoumov), 
who rages against her ex-husband 
by throwing empty beer cans at the 
TV screen. 

During a drunken rage, the matri¬ 
arch takes a tragic tumble down 
the stairs and a caring police officer 
called Raymond (Michel Vuillermoz) 
spirits the boy to an orphanage run 
by caring headmistress Madame 
Papineau (Monica Budde). 

Other residents include Ahmed 
(Raul Ribera), Alice (Estelle Hen- 
nard), Beatrice (Lou Wick), Jujube 
(Elliot Sanchez) and Simon (Paulin 
Jaccoud), whose angelic smiles con¬ 
ceal horrific tales of abandonment 
and abuse. 

Initially, Simon picks on 


Courgette and tries to extinguish 
the flickering flame of hope of 
escape: "We're all the same. There's 
no-one left to love us." 

The arrival of a spunky girl called 
Camille (Sixtine Murat), who is em¬ 
broiled in a custody battle with her 
money-grabbing aunt Ida (Brigitte 
Rosset), changes everything and 
encourages Courgette to open his 
broken heart again. 

My Life As A Courgette is one of 
those rare films that charms by vir¬ 
tue of pure, unvarnished emotional 
honesty. 

Barras' uncluttered direction 
maintains a steady pace and errs 
away from visual flourishes that 
would distract from the characters' 
healing. 

Heartstrings are gently plucked by 
distinctive animation and a talent¬ 
ed ensemble cast led by 13-year-old 
newcomer Schlatter, whose vulner¬ 
ability is highlighted in an adorable 
additional scene embedded in the 
end credits.

The iconic 1990s TV series starring 
David Hasselhoff and Pamela 
Anderson dives ont o the big screen 
and paddles through a weak come¬ 
dic undercurrent in Seth Gordon's 
potty-mouthed blockbuster. 
Relocated from the golden beaches 
of Los Angeles County in California 
to the fictitious, body beautiful 
paradise of Emerald Bay in Florida, 
this beefed-up Baywatch aims for 
the same jocular tone as the recent 
21 Jump Street revamp. 
Screenwriters Damian Shannon and 
Mark Swift embrace toilet humour 
with sniggering gusto, including 
one protracted sequence involving 
a male character getting his lower 
portions wedged between wooden 
slats of a beach recliner. 

It's not enough to allude to the 
swollen obstruction. 

Director Gordon captures the hu¬ 
miliation in lurid close-up then low¬ 
ers the tone further with full frontal 


male nudity that requires Zac Efron 
to manhandle the undercarriage of 
a deceased male. 

Tomfoolery abruptly stops every 
time a swimmer gets into trouble 
and director Gordon awkwardly 
shifts gears to orchestrate propul¬ 
sive action sequences that remind 
us these puerile pranksters are 
employed to save lives. 

Mitch Buchannon (Johnson) leads 
the lifeguards of Emerald Bay, 
encouraging his crack team to stay 
alert in their figure-hugging bikinis 
and shorts. 

Every summer, they audition new 
recruits on a punishing obstacle 
course, which Mitch and co have 
nicknamed the Absentee Father. 
This year, disgraced former Olym¬ 
pian Matt Brody (Efron), strong- 
willed Summer Quinn (Alexandra 
Daddario) and socially award misfit 
Ronnie (Jon Bass) are selected to 
train under Mitch, second-in-com- 
mand Stephanie Holden (llfenesh 
Hadera) and dreamy blonde CJ 
Parker (Kelly Rohrbach). 

During initiation, Mitch becomes 
suspicious of Victoria Leeds (Priyan¬ 
ka Chopra), who owns the swanky 
beach-front Huntley Club. 

He fears that Victoria is flooding 
the beach with drugs to drive down 
property prices. 

Mitch and the team investigate 
in strict defiance of orders from 
Captain Thorpe (Rob Huebel). 
However, success depends on new 
boy Matt, whose heavy drinking 
continually undermines Baywatch's 
covert investigations, bringing the 
lifeguards into conflict with local 
cop Garner Ellerbee (Yahya Abdul- 
Mateen II). 

Wearing its 15 certificate with 
blushing pride, Baywatch peddles 
nudity, swearing and exploding 
bodily fluids to appeal to the target 
teenage demographic. 

Cameos from Hasselhoff and 
Anderson, the latter performing a 
slow-motion hair toss in designer 
heels that would be completely 
unsuitable for a beach, provide 
tenuous links to the small screen 
original. Otherwise, Green's film 
strikes out on its own and repeat¬ 
edly face-plants the sand.

BOOK OF THE WEEK 
The End We Start From by 

Megan Hunter is published in 
hardback by Picador, priced £9.99 
(ebook £6.64). 

As a woman with no children, the 
prospect of becoming a mother for 
the first time is traumatic enough. 
But to put myself in the shoes of a 
woman whose waters have broken 
during an environmental disaster 
is quite frankly terrifying. Hunter's 
debut novel makes an explosive 
start by the woman narrator giving 
birth to her first child, Z. With an 
enormous flood wiping out Lon¬ 
don, the family are forced to leave 
their home in search of safety. This 
is a story of sheer catastrophe, pep¬ 
pered with endearing experiences 
and milestones of new mother¬ 
hood. The element which defines 
this short piece of dystopian fiction 
is the unique, elegant writing style. 
A poet. Hunter 'tells' the story in 
sparse prose, which can be difficult 


to get on board with. I was leaving 
each page somewhat frustrated, 
wanting more flesh on the bones 
of the story. This wasn't helped by 
characters being referred to by only 
their initials. That said, it appeared 
to make me feel more emotionally 
involved, and the powerful ending 
made it apparent why it was done 
this way. The End We Start From is 
beautiful, thought-provoking and 
most of all, hauntingly believable. It 
is a tale of hope at a time when the 
country truly needs it. A stunning 
debut. 8/10 

The Hopkins Conundrum by Si¬ 
mon Edge is published in paperback 
by Lightning Books, priced £8.99 
(ebook £4.07). 

Simon Edge's debut novel has in its 
sights the Vatican conspiracy thriller 
- a genre of religious orders, secret 
missions and coded messages that 
has proved so successful for the 
likes of Dan Brown. Tim Cleverley 
has inherited a struggling pub in 


North Wales, near the Jesuit semi¬ 
nary where Victorian poet Gerard 
Manley Hopkins wrote the poem 
The Wreck of the Deutschland. 
Inspired by a terrible holiday with 
his ex on the trail of blockbuster 
Holy Grail novel The Poussin Conun¬ 
drum, Tim hits on a plan to drum 
up more trade. He invents a mys¬ 
tery around Hopkin's obscure reli¬ 
gious poem and the local area, and 
entices the Conundrum's author 
to come and write about it. What 
follows is a witty satire in which 
Edge cleverly weaves together 
Hopkins' struggles as he writes the 
poem, those of a group of nuns on 
the doomed Deutschland and Tim's 
bid to turn his corner of the world 
into the next Grail hunting hotspot. 
By turns gripping and laugh-out- 
loud funny, this is a great read for 
anyone who has ever reached the 
end of a Vatican thriller with an 
eyebrow raised.

A safer and more capable SUV 



Peugeot 3008 Crossover 

In MK2 model form, Peugeot’s 3008 
crossover makes much more sense. 

Ten Second Review 

This second generation version of 
Peugeot’s 3008 SUV has much to 
offer buyers in search of a proper 
family-sized five-seat Qashqai-class 
Crossover model. Much smarter 
looks clothe familiar attributes like 
the huge versatile boot and a quality 
cabin. You have to really want a car 
of this kind to really appreciate it 
but if you do, then you’ll probably 
love this one. 

Background 

These days, mainstream makers 
simply have to have a class-competi¬ 
tive portfolio of Crossover models 
on their books - and Peugeot is no 
different. The first model the compa¬ 
ny offered in this segment was the 
Qashqai-sized 3008, which turned 
out to be an unexpected sales suc¬ 
cess for the Gallic maker. In recent 
times though, this design found 
itself overtaken by more modern 
rivals, not only the rejuvenated sec¬ 
ond generation Nissan 
Qashqai but also cars like Renault’s 
Kadjar and Honda’s HR-V. 

Hence the need for this second gen¬ 
eration 3008, a car lighter, sleeker, 
larger and more sophis¬ 

ticated than its predecessor. Though 
the engines used are carried over 
from the previous model, almost 
everything else is new, including the 
distinctive ‘i-Cockpit’ dashboard 
design and the sophis¬ 


ticated infotainment and connectivi¬ 
ty systems on offer. 

Driving Experience 

As before, the 3008 is built around 
a front wheel drive platform. 

There’s nothing new in terms of the 
engine line-up, which is carried over 
from other models in the brand’s 
range. That means the majority of 
customers will continue to choose 
the 1.6-litre BlueHDi engine, offered 
in either 100 or 120bhp guises. 
There’s also a 2.0-litre BlueHDi unit 
developing 150 or 180bhp. 

Avoid the entry-level diesel engine 
and you’ll get the option of EAT6 
automatic transmission. 

If your annual mileage isn’t very 
great though, don’t dismiss the pet¬ 
rol offerings. There’s are primar¬ 
ily based around Peugeot’s innova¬ 
tive 130bhp three cylinder 1.2-litre 
PureTech powerplant, offered with 
either manual or automatic trans¬ 
mission. At the top of the range, 
there’s also a 1.6-litre THP turbo pet¬ 
rol engine with 165bhp, offered only 
with the auto ‘box. 

Design and Build 

This second generation 3008 is a 
much sleeker-looking thing than its 
predecessor. At just 4450mm in 
length, it’s one of the more compact 
models in its segment, yet offers 
greater passenger and luggage space 
over the outgoing model. With a 
longer wheelbase and an overall 
length which is just 80mm longer 
than the MK1 design, interior space 
has greatly improved, most notably 


for rear occupants who now have an 
additional 24mm legroom, 4mm 
elbow room and 36mm headroom. 
Front elbow space has also 
increased by 17mm, despite the 
width of the new model being iden¬ 
tical to the outgoing version at 
1840mm, and height being 19mm 
lower at 1620mm. 

Inside, Peugeot has adopted its 
i-Cockpit design to suit this model, 
this set-up now also incorporating 
an ‘Amplify’ option that means you 
can quickly change things like 
ambient lighting and music settings 
- and even add in cabin fragrances 
and massaging seat intensity 
Luggage space has also improved in 
this new 3008, the 520-litre luggage 
capacity being 90-litres greater than 
the previous version. 

Market and Model 

Prices sit in the £22,000 to £33,000 
bracket, so Peugeot isn’t shy about 
charging for this car. There are four 
trim levels - ‘Active’, ‘Allure’, ‘GT 
Line’ and ‘GT’. Whichever variant 
you decide upon, equipment levels 
are pretty complete. Connectivity is 
taken care of by facilities like 
MirrorScreen smartphone linking, 
induction Smartphone recharging 
and 3D connected navigation with 
TomTom traffic reports. TomTom 
connectivity also delivers informa¬ 
tion that could be essential to your 
journey on things like local weather, 
car-parks and the location of service 
stations. There’s also the Peugeot 
Connect SOS & Assistance system 
that’ll automatically alert the emer¬ 


gency services in the event of an 
accident. 

As for safety, Peugeot is offering 
what it calls Active Safety Brake 
and Distance Alert’ this time round, 
a system that combines 

autonomous braking with a lane 
departure warning system. There’s 
also a Driver Alert Warning func¬ 
tion which will warn you if the car 
notices fatigue in your driving reac¬ 
tions. Other systems include 
Automatic High Beam Assistance, 
to automatically switch between 
high beam and low beam depending 
on the lighting conditions and 
oncoming traffic; Speed Sign 
Detection; Adaptive Cruise Control 
with a Stop function; an Active 
Blind Spot Monitoring System; and 
Park Assist, which allows the vehi¬ 
cle to park itself with minimum 
input from the driver. There are also 
useful ‘Visiopark’ all-round camera 
view systems if you want them. 

Cost of Ownership 

Peugeot’s BlueHDi diesel engines 
have already proved themselves to 
be paragons of cleanliness and fru¬ 
gality in the brand’s other model 
and that’s carried forward here. 

This second generation 3008 design’s 
lighter weight and sleeker bodywork 
also helps, plus, as you would 
expect, there’s an ‘S&S’ engine stop 
& start system to cut the powerplant 
when you don’t need it, stuck at the 
lights or waiting in traffic. 

As a result of all of this, the 
BlueHDi 120 variant that’ll probably 
be the most popular choice manages 


around 70mpg on the combined 
cycle and 104g/km of C02. Even if 
you go for the PureTech 1.2-litre pet¬ 
rol unit, you’ll still be getting well 
over 65mpg and 117g/km of C02. 

Summary 

So-called Crossover models like 
this might be the automotive equiva¬ 
lent of sitting on the fence but they 
do offer an attractive combination 
of many of the kind of qualities 
that a significant number of today’s 
family buyers are looking for. If 
you’re one of those people, uncer¬ 
tain whether to plump for the high 
driving position and chunky looks 
of an SUV 4x4 or the handling com¬ 
posure and fuel economy of a family 
hatchback, then try one of these 
first. Smarter, sleeker and more up¬ 
market, this second generation 3008 
SUV is right back in contention with 
more modern rivals.
